SPAIN AND PORTUGAL. 


"The interview of King’ Alfonso XIL 
with Dom Louis of Portugal, whioh 
took place in Caceres, a, little town 


‘ 


. situated on tho’ frontier of the two 


kingdoms, although cordial, bad novor- 
theless.a comical side, 

It is reluted that: the two sovorcigns 
liad to meot one anuther without any 
previous. arrangement, and that the 
object of their rendezvous, as Spanish 
statesmen declared, was of a charactor 
of mere bu voisinags, in consaquoned, 
of tho opening of a now railroad con- 
nectins the two countries, and was, 
thorefure, void of any of political. i im. 
portance. 

As is usual in such casos, there was 
a lunch with its oblixatory toasts. ‘The 
youn,: rulor of Spain, who has always 
- been animated by the idon of regaining 
for his country at least a part of that 
grandeur which it has lost through a 
- mistaken and unfortunate policy, wished 
to sound his neighbour aboat the pos- 
sibility ofan Iberian union. Tho timo 
allowod for the interviow being rather 
limited, and the mumont of the depar- 
ture of Dom Louis approachins, Al- 
tonso took the opportunity of the 
genoral mervimont, reigning during 
the dessort, to give'a toast to tho sister 
nation, saying that it would be woll for 
each should the two countrios, follow 
tho samo policy and work unitedly to 
falfila common destiny. King bonis 
lind to reply, Now it ia notorious that 
the descontants of Vasco do Gama ave 
much opposed to such a policy as that 
sketched by King Alfonso, and that ao 
Iborian union hus at prasent no suppor- 
tors in Portugal, who cau never for;ret 
that tho period af lier decay bagan with 
‘tho fainons sixty yonra of “Spanish 
domination. ‘In such circumstances the 
reply had to be. vory clear, tuking into 
acoouut the ill fusling which would 
have'been evoked in Lisbon, should the 
royal speech not have fully represented 
the public opinion of the Portuguese. 
Dom Lonis in tonstiny the prosperity 
of Spain acted as a constitutional King 
should. Ho snid that the best entents 
for the two nations would be .that 
‘Spain and Portugal should remain com- 
pletely free and independent one of the 
othur, each ‘guarding ber own special 
“interests, or in other words :—“ We do 
not wish to. “contract. any dofensive 
alliance with , you: 
Iborian union.’
